Small Tree,
Large Shrub!

Certain shrubs in almost
every older garden have out-
grown their shrubby charac-
ter to become small trees.
And the change is not at all
unwelcome, for some of these
obstreperous numbers are
most attractive in their new
roles.

Certain of the Pittospor-
ums make excellent small
trees, Likewise do Straw-
berry Tree and our old friend
Escallonia. They are especial-
ly suited to . growing up
against a house, since their
moderate size is never over-
powing and, according to the
California Association of Nur-
serymen, their root systems
{seldom cause trouble with
{foundations and walks.

In the Pittosporum family,
Victorian Box is a favorite,
being of an open, airy habit
with glossy green foliage and
[ waxy spring flowers that dis-
[ pense tht most heavenly frag-
rance. These flowers give way
to small seed pots which burst
in fall,

reddish color when the bark
peels back to reveal it.

|branches from the start. Con-|
jversly. yvou can keep them|

down by pruning out the tops
